protection is simply a legalized method of 
robbing him, and the workman whose 
wages have not been increased one cent by 
increased duties on imports, while tb 
price of many of the articles he consumes 
has been advanced, thinks he has been de- 
liberately imposed upon and deceived by 
the men elected to represent him in Con- 
gress. 


Very^ittte good may be expected from 


the Commercial Congress as so far it 
merely gives individuals opportunity to ex- 
press their views on economic questions, 
and the opinions of the speakers aa to the 
cause of and remedy for the depression in 
business, agriculture and commerce are in- 
variably in accord with the politics of the 
individual. In proof of thia, the ticket a 
man votes can be invariably determined by 
what be says on financial, tariff, transporta- 
tion and_the other subjects which he dis- 
cusses.

Speeches have been made be- 
fore Congress by men who condemned 
railroads.

limit to bank credits. At present bank 
oredUs in proportion (o the actual money 
in the banks was as from five to seven to 
one. It was out of this unsubstantial 
structure of credit mouey that every panic 
had had its beginning. It should be re- 
stricted to $3 of credit to $1 of actual 
money. 


Take thousands of millions from the 


upper story of our top-heavy system of 
bank credits and broaden the foundation 
of our money system by adding a thousand 
million, or even five hundred million to 
real money of either gold, silver or paper 
and a panic would be responsible.

number of addresses this afternoon on the 
subject of finance. The Committee on 
Resolutions completed its work this after- 
noon, and the report, wbich was not unan- 
imous, will be made to-morrow.

TOWN SITES ON MINERAL LANDS. 


The Supreme Court Decides an Import- 


ant Question. 


In the case of A. J. Davis vs. Wiehold, 


appealed to the Supreme Court of the 
United Slates from the Supreme Court of 
Montana involving the title to a town site, 
wbioh was located on mineral lands, the 
Supreme Court of the United States re 
verses the decision of the Montana Court 
and settles a question on which diverse 
opinions have been expressed by the Gen 
eral Land Office Commissioners. 


The opinion is by Justice Field and it 


says: 
" The important question is whether in 


the absence of knowledge that there were 
any valuable mineral lands within the town 
site the defendent can be deprived of the 
premises purchased and occupied by him 
because of a subsequent discovery of min- 
erals in them and the issue of a patent to 
the discoverer. 
After much consideration 


we have come to the conclusion that this 
question must be answered in the negative. 
The object of the town site act was to af- 
ford relief 
to inhabitants of cities and 


towns upon public lands by giving a valid 
title thereto, and such protection as many 
towns, with buildings of great value have 
grown .up. It would, in many instances, 
be a great impediment to the progress of 
such towns if titles to those occupied by 
their inhabitants were subject to be over- 
thrown by a subsequent discovery of min- 
eral deposits under their surface. 
We do 


not think any snob results were contem- 
plated by the act, or that any construction 
should be given to it as would lead to such 
results."

Such are the possibilities of a piano as 
an object of decorative art, but wonder- 
ful indeed are its possibilities in another 
direction. 


Placed near a bay window, it shuts in 


the coziest lovers' nest imaginable. 
Soft cushioned window seats that have 
room for just two—intuitive seats they 
might be called—are hidden thus away 
completely from the cold, cruel world. 
Smokers' retreats with little couches 
may be hidden in the shadow of such a 
piano when rich hangings fall from a 
corner window. Or a delightful tea cor- 
ner is made with a screen for a doorway, 
and soft divans and dim lights inside. 
Miss Georgia Cayvan has such a tea cor- 
ner in her artistic little house in Harlem. 


The back of the piano is hung with a 


soft shade of yellow, brocaded with dull 
green leaves and flowers. Against this 
the little tea table is placed, with its 
dainty belongings, and a low chair be- 
side it where the hostess presides, 
A yellow cushioned divan extends en- 
tirely around this corner, lighted by the 
soft radiance of a lamp with a pale green 
shade, and piled high with n, baker's 
dozen of pillows—large and small and 
medium—with bright silken covers.— 
New York Sun.
